The report of the committee on of- 
ficers reports was read by J. F. Dlxpn, 
of Fargo. Among the reeommend-i- 
tions of the committee are: Commend- 
ing the work of President Brundage 
and Secretary Anne for the past year, 
declaring that in spite of'a decline in 
membership due to the Industrial de- 
pression achievements had been made 
toy the federation, urging that quarter- 
ly meetings of the executive board be 
dispensed with in interest of economy 
and meetings be held at the call 
of the president. That action be taken 
with the A. IF. I* and International 
unions to require all unions to be- 
come affiliated with federation, urging 
members to try and elect labor repje- 
sentatives to the legislature, urging 
appointment of labor legislative repre- 
sentative to seek labor legislation at 
next legislature, .placing salary of sec- 
retary-treasurer on percentage of psr 
capita tax collected basis, make dues 
payable monthly instead ot quarterly 
and employment of a full-time organ- 
izer. 
. . . 
All recommendations were adopted 


with thei exception of that relating to 
change In the secretary's salary. 


Resolutions Presented. 


Resolutions presented to the federa- 
tion included opposition to the pro- 
posed repeal of the teachers' salary 
law which will be voted on in North 
Dakota at the June primaries; urging 
passage of the soldier bonus act by 
the national congress; criticising the 
state printing and publication com- 
mission for appointing E. M. Crary 
state printer because he is not a mem- 
ber of the typographical union; en- 
dorsing the alliance with the Nonpar- 
tisan league and favoring nomination 
of candidates of that body; providing 
for publication of a labor year book, 
urgingg propaanda work be carried 
on to disseminate information- con- 
cerning the union label and others.

apparatus particles of ashes, soot and 
jtner debris are blown into the air to 
the annoyance and inquiry of adja- 
cent property owners, and 
"Whereas, the operation of the a>p- 


paratus causes steam to be blown at 
ill hours of the day and night, to the 
great discomfort and injury of resi- 
lents in the vicinity of the plant, 
"Therefore, be it resolved that the 


city attorney of the city of Bismarck 
bo and is hereby directed to take ac- 
tion forthwith legally to abate this 
nuisance."Discussion Follows. 
Discussion of the resolution follow- 
ed. O. W. Roberts, weather observer, 
said that the dirt which blew from the 
plant since the new system of ash con- 
peyors was installed a few months ago 
caused damage to tho instruments, 
that some did not register correctly 
and that as a government official he 
said something must be done. He said 
that as a resident he also protested be- 
cause he could not sleep with a wln- 


ow open because of the dirt and 
leep was interrupted because of the 
noise.

Genoa, May 9.—CBy the A. P.)— 
Inglish and Italian delegates to the

hich would satisfy Belgium and 
herefore (France. 
The Russians, It is forecast, will be 
rm in their opposition to the first 
lause of -the allied memorandum 
which forbids their agitation against 
hanges in the present territorial 
oundaries and insist that they shall 
uppress all attempts in their terrl- 
ory to assist revolutionary move- 
ments in other states. 
The Soviet representatives take this 
s an attempt to limit all communistic 
ropaganda throughout the world and 
t is regarded by the Bolshevists as 
direct thrust at the) third interna- 
ionale which maintains its headquar- 
ers in Moscow. 
Or. iWirth, the German chancellor, 


Dr. Walter Rathenau, the foreign min- 
ster, and other members of the Ger- 
man delegation displayed activity to- 
ay in an effort to induce the Rus- 
ians to give the memorandum from 
he allies such an answer as would 
ustify France and Belgium withdraw- 
ng from the conference. Such with- 
drawal, the Germans argued, would 
inly serve the interest of (Russia's 
nemies.
